The fanner 
became excited—left the room, and soon 
returned with four men, masked aud arntod, 
who made the party of explorers kneel and 
lake a solemn oath never to reveal what they 
had that day discovered. The writer of the 
letter in a local paper, whence we quote, said 
that the families of the men who made the 
discovery wen* leaving tho country—that 
others were preparing to follow, and that 
great excitement existed on the borders of 
Jackson aud Williamson counties, in the 
vicinity of the cave.

8cliappert, of New Orleans.

to haw been suggested by tlioflre-extinguish- 
era which we see in many large establish­ 
ments, in lite shape of ecrtaiu copper cylin­ 
ders, charged with ingredient* wherefrom lo 
generate a Urge volutno of carbonic-aeid 
gas, which Is known to lie inimical lo com­ 
bustion. 
Dr. Schuppert practically transfers 
this apparatus and operation lo the hold and 
’tween -docks of a ship. 
He proposes to place 
immediately under tho decks, in convenient 
situation.', u number of boxes tilled with car­ 
bonate of lime, with which communication is 
had through small perforations of the deck, 
properly * topped in ordinary times. In case 
of a lire breaking out, either from mjhiui aurous 
combust ion or some accidental cause, a pipe 
is introduced into t ess holes, and diluted 
sulphuric acid is thrown upon the contents of 
tho boxes—tho mixture resulting in the pre­ 
diction of u large volume of llre-killing gas, 
which by virtue of its weight, sinks lo the 
lower spaces of the ship—in its passage aud 
thorough permeation of the hold extinguish­ 
ing the tiro immediately. 
It is hard to say 
whether this thought is more beneficent or 
more ingenious. 
The Doctor will certainly 
hive every sea-going man henceforth Ilia 
debtor—not to location the ow ners of ship* 
and cargoes, underwriters, Ac.

A C U tircb ’s Ilc n e fic c n c c —W lia t B ra c e 
C h u rc h D oes fo r C h a r ity . 
A gentleman connected with Grace Church, 
in this city, of which the Rev. Dr. Henry C. 
Potter is rector, give3 us some extraordinary 
figures connected with that parish. During 
the year 1873 there tvas contributed for the 
religious and benevolent purposes of the parish 
$215,314.22, and the collection at Easter was 
about $27,000. In addition to this and to the 
usual annual contributions for parish work, 
Grace Church has during the past five years 
contributed over $500,000 for objects outside 
of its own parish. It is doubtful if any single 
cougregalioii in tlie world can show such 
munificent gifts during a similar period; and 
this, we believe, is the first time any allusion 
lias been made to tlie fact cither in the re­ 
ligious or secular press. In 1873 the contri­ 
butions of Trinity Parish, the wealthiest 
parish in America, including the pareut church 
and its five chapels were $57,465.61; but of 
this $21,470 was an appropriation by the 
vestry from the income of tho real estate 
owned by the parish, leaving as the actual 
contribution of the parishioners $36,000. The 
contributions of other leading Episcopal 
churches in 1873 were: St. Thomas’, $48,000; 
Calvary $71,000; St. George’s, $60,000; 
Atonement (Rev. Mr. Sabine’s) $9,000. 


A secret cave, supposed to be the resort of 
a gang of well-organized desperadoes, who 
have for some years infested the vicinity, was 
discovered, some timo ago, in Williamson 
county, 111., by a parly of liunters. The 
hunting party was out at night, and observed 
another party, bearing a dead man. They 
followed the latter at a distance, until sud­ 
denly they disappeared, with their ghastly 
burden. Noting the spot, the curious hunters 
returned, next day, found the cave, and en­ 
tered it with lights, finding it a large, carpeted 
and comfortable interior, bearing the signs of 
recent occupation—indeed, two men were 
seen running tlicncc in liaste, as the explorers 
came up. The sides of the room showed 
openings, doubtless leading to other rooms, 
aud, shivering over the idea that these might 
bo occupied, they hastily left. On their way 
home, they stopped at the house of an old 
farmer and told their story. The farmer 
became excited—left the room, and soon 
returned with four men, masked and armed, 
who made the party of explorers kneel and 
take a solemn oatli never to reveal what they 
had that day discovered. The writer of the 
letter in a local paper, whence we quote, said 
that the families of the men who made the 
discovery were leaving tlie country—that 
others were preparing to follow, and that 
great excitement existed on the borders of 
Jackson and Williamson counties, in the 
vicinity of the cave. Readers may believe as 
much or as little as they please of this; only, 
after the Render afiair, nothing of the kiud 
cm be called impossible. 


The most fearful of all the horrors dreaded 
by humanity, a fire on ship-board at sea, has 
found a sure preventive in the brain of Dr. 
Scliuppert, of New Orleans. This idea seems 
to liavQ been suggested by the fire-extinguish­ 
ers which wc see in many large establish­ 
ments, in the shape of certaiu copper cylin­ 
ders, charged with ingredients wlierefrom to 
generate a large volnmo of carbonic-acid 
gas, which i3 known to be inimical to com­ 
bustion. Dr. Scliuppert practically transfers 
this apparatus and operation to the hold and 
’tween-decks of a ship. He proposes to place 
immediately under the decks, in convenient 
situations, a number of boxes filled with car­ 
bonate of lime, with which communication is 
had through small perforations or the deck, 
properly stopped in ordinary tim es. In case 
of a tire breaking out, either from spontaneous 
combustion or some accidental cause, a pipe 
is introduced into these holes, and diluted 
sulphuric acid is thrown upon the contents of 
tho boxes—the mixture resulting in tlie pro­ 
duction of a large volume of fire-killing gas, 
which by virtue of its weight, sinks to tlie 
lower spaces of the ship— in its passage and 
thorough permeation of the hold extinguish­ 
ing the tiro immediately. It is hard to say 
whether this thought is more beneficent or 
more ingenious. The Doctor will certainly 
hive every sea-going man henceforth his 
debtor—not to mention the owners of ships 
and cargoes, underwriters, &c.

Tho Homo of the Speckled Beauties* 
A3 some of the readers of The Freem an 
would perhaps like to know som ething about 
the region of country iu which an am ateur 
fisherm an cud All two baskuts with tro u t In a 
day, we will give a short description of the 
trip : 
There were tw o light-hearted young 
men ou the afternoon train of the N. Y., K. 
A S. K. Et. one day last week. When the train 
arrived at Big Indian a wagon was there 
waiting, with un excellent team , to carry the 
party up the Big Indian Hollow, and so over 
the m ountain into the Neversink. There were 
(Ive of us in all: Thom as Hill, who owned the 
team and wagon and was the leader of Hie 
party; William Gillespie, the High Sheriff of 
Shandaken aud a noted hum or aud fisher; 
H ector Hose, the jolly story-teller, also from 
S handaken; with Friend H oar, Jr., and our 
KingBtou reporter. 
U te w agon was a fight 
lum ber one, with light, springy bottom boards, 
th at m ade it a sort of buckboard. 
It was the 
easiest kind of a wagon, and one well adapted 
to those 
rough roads. 
The Big Indian 
Hollow 
is 
six miles iii length 
and the 
road runs through a m ost beautiful aud 
rom antic region of country. 
G reat m ountains 
raised their heads high up am ong the clouds, 
while their rich m antle* of verdure were tinged 
with a flood of light throw n from the setting 
sun that made the scene a wondrously beauti­ 
ful one. 
Gray rocks rose up by the roadside 
hundreds of feet, and the continuous roar of 
the swift stream m ingling with the good-night 
songs of m yriads of birds, m ade sweet music 
even to the ears of the most prosaic of m ortals. 
We picket! up Gibes; Ie and Rose along the 
road with some seventy trout In their baskets, 
the sight of which would huve given an appe­ 
tite to Hie most confirm ed invalid. At 8 o’clock 
the team was pulled up near the head of Hie 
hollow in front of an em pty cabin, and the 
party commenced to unload and prepare for 
Hie night. 
It took two hours to m ake sup|>er, 
but when it had boon placed on a table im­ 
provised by tbe use of an old stove and some 
boxes, it was enough to m ake the oyes of a 
gourm and sparkle with delight. 
There was a 
large dish in the cen tre containing the trout, 
crisp and brown, and tlirow ing out that fra­ 
grant, savory odor 90 tem pting to t lie lover 
of tbe good things of this earth, aud which is 
only known when the fish ara prepared fresli 
from the w ater. 
Some had been cooked on a 
split stick, some in a frying-pan, while the 
others had been roasted by the aid of a broil­ 
ing-iron, but w hichever way it bad been done 
it bad been well done, and tho cooks, H oar 
and Ro?e, showed they were adepts iii Hie 
art. 
Besides the trout them were biscuit, 
bread, pickles, bulter, cold Ii a in, eggs, roasted 
potatoes, syrup, splendid coffee, a sm all pail 
of fresli milk, cuko aud num erous other dain­ 
ties th at had been provided with euro and 
were of the best quality. 
It look us a great 
while to eat thai supper, but when it was done 
aud th« trout bad all disappeared and a pile 
of other good things in a way th at was aston­ 
ishing, cigars were handed around, the robes 
spread on the floor for beds, uud the rem ainder 
OI Hie night passed in telling stories, reluting 
experiences of hunting aud Ashing and w. ii- 
deriug what m ight be our success the next 
day. 
Hardly un (ye had been closed when day­ 
light cam e peering in and told us it was 
tim ; to gel up aud lie moving. 
As early 
as tlvu o'clock 
we had finished breakfast 
and were on our way up tbe m ouutuin. 
A tto rn brisk walk of some two and a half 
miles up a m ountain th at is probably nearly 
ll,OOO feet high we reached His source of tin* 
west branch of the N eversink. 
This stream , 
and th at w hich runs down the Big Indian Hoi- 
low, are both fed from tho sam e spring on the 
top of this m ountain. 
One runs down some 
thirty or forty miles of U lster county, and ll 
natty em pties into Hie H udson; while the oth­ 
er rushes 
through Sullivan county, 
being 
joined by the east branch a t Claryville, th ir­ 
teen miles distant, and ut lust finds a resting, 
place iii the bosom cf tho Delaware. 
Tho 
Neversink broadens rapidly, 
and we com ­ 
menced fishing only a short distance from its 
source. 
This stream is full of trout, and we 
pulled them out so fast th at by 3 o'clock our 
baskets were ail filled, and we also carried to 
tbe wagon several large strings beside, and 
bad only walked dow n the stream about two 
miles. 
We found Hie horses nicely stabled on 
the plantation of Win. P. Alverson, who re­ 
sides midway between Big Indian aud C lary­ 
ville, or leu miles from cither. 
Here we soon 
m ade dinner, and after cleaning aud packing 
a large box full et fish, prepared to m ake a n ­ 
other night of it. 
Mr. Alvernon kindly loaned 
our party the use of a large room, urn! us there 
w as a carpet ou Hie floor we m ade a nice soft 
tied with our robes and coats. 
All night 
long Hie rain b e n against the house, bul we 
slept soundly as ouly tired m en can sleep, uud 
never tuoughl but our bet! was soft as eider­ 
down, and our old coals for pillows the sw eet­ 
est resting-places in Hie world. 
Thursday m orning we were out bright and 
early, and soon In the stream . 
The m oruiug 
was an excellent one for fishing, us a light 
rain was falling, aud the trout look boid as 
fast as lite bait touched the water. 
Often 
fifteen large trout would be taken from a sin­ 
gle place iii the stream where it seem ed im ­ 
possible that half th at num ber could find 
room unless their bodies were partly out of 
tb s w ater. 
At l l o’clock Hie party started 
for the wagon with five baskets clam m ed full 
of large trout, having caught iii all while on 
the stream over loo pounds in weight, and 
more than 1,300 iu num ber. 
At 3 o'clock we 
were on our way borne, and reached Big In­ 
dian about 7 o'clock, aud an hour after were 
in Shandaken Centre. 


The Neversink I* one of the finest stream s 
to fish in i»crbups in Hie county. 
It is wide, 
so Hie angler can walk down uud throw a 
line of 50 feet without being in dauger of g et­ 
ting it fast in the brush aud trees th at grow 
along the banks. 
Tbe w ater iii places is quite 
deop, lait there are rifts all along the stream 
where a m an eau cross by w ading up to bis 
knees. 
We are speaking of course of th at 
p art of tim stream where our party fished, 
which was only three miles dowu from the 
source. 
Farther down this stream becomes 
alm ost a river, 
where lite fisherman eau 
neither cross nor wade In its waters. 
The 
fish are of tbe genuine species called brook 
trout. 
The fins arc red as blood, aud they aru 
a long slender fish, full of fight, uud with a 
ricli flavor w hen cooked. 
They w ere extrem e­ 
ly voracious, and the w riter of this article 
cau g h t several th at had Just swallowed a 
couple of sm all trout, but not being satisfied 
gobbled up lite worm uud book besides. Thus 
it was the angler had the extraordinary luck 
of catching three fish with one book ut a sin­ 
gle pull. 
Iii regard to bait, we found the red-headed 
angle worm was the best, and th at the tougher 
and cleaner the worm the b etter the fish liked 
it. 
They paid no attention w hatever to a fly, 
and indeed it would seem to be pretty cold at 
alm ost auy season of the y ear for a fly in this 
part of the country, except during tbe m onths 
of July aud A ugust. 
Fisherm en who wish lo 
go to this stream in light m arching order, can 
find som ething to eat and a roof to keep cfi 
the rain, ut Mr. Wm. P. A lverson’*. 
Mr. Al- 
versou is very obliging, and has a lady w ho 
will do everything to m ake her guests com ­ 
fortable. 
Those who wish to cam p out, we 
would advise to lake along a piece of canvas 
to m ake a roof with. 
Dou't forget two full 
suits of clothing, half-a-dozen pairs of stock­ 
ings, and a t least two pairs of hoots or shoes. 
If you w ant good com pany, an excellent guide, 
and one of the best fishermen who ever threw 
a line, take along the H igh Sherd! of Shanda­ 
ken. Be sure and have with you plenty of books 
of several different kinds, a t least a couple of 
good lines, and large-sized baskets. 
A small 
basket is a nuisance in tills country. 
Sm ok­ 
ing while fishing is absolutely necessary, for 
the puuks, gnats, mosquitoes and flies co m ; 


a t tbe angler in such swarm s the a ir Is a ctu ­ 
ally full of them . 
They craw l up a m an’s 
nose, Into bis ears, into his eyes, up his 
sleeves, down in his shirt collar, up his legs, 
and in fact there Is no place w here they will 
not go, aud w herever they do go there they 
bite in a way th at feels as though a tbree-inch 
darning-ueedle had been inserted in a m an’s 
body to its fullest extent. 
They are “ pizen 
critters,’’ too, and m ust inject some of their 
precious stuff in the wound, for wherever bit­ 
ten the flesh raises like a blister. 
The only 
remedy against these torm ents of the woods 
is to keep a lighted pipe or cigar in Hic mouth 
continually; they don’t relish tobacco smoke. 
A person need have no fear of catching cold, 
for he can wade in the stream all day, the wa­ 
ter beiug oue or two degrees colder than ice 
w ater, and feel no had eflects from Hic expo­ 
sure if he can change his clothes ut night.

Kingston, Monday Morning June 15. 


We are happy to note the steady progtess 
of the cause of bouicejpatby in medicine as 
illustrated by the reports made before its last 
institute held at Niagara Fails last week. Not 
that we care iu any partisan fashion for the 
advancement of oue “ patby” more than 
auotber, but because we like fair play aud the 
doctrines of Halinemam have had small show 
of that until very recent yeurs. It is a fact 
worth noting aud mast be taken by every one 
for what he thiuks it to be worth, that highly 
intelligent people in all nations are first at­ 
tracted to and risk their health and lives un­ 
der the now practice. If homoeopathy shall 
prove to be as efficacious as oiher systems, its 
advantage in point of condensation will give 
it the balance of popularity. 
We have read Mr. Curtis’ eulogy ou Sumner 
and we like it. Dealing somewhat less with 
the details of the great statesman’s life than 
the speech of Mr. Schurz, it surpasses that 
performance in breadth and grasp. It is sim­ 
ple as one of Handel’s arias, and like them 
lofty and true. Considered, too, as an ex­ 
ample of the degree to Which a euphonious 
aud perfectly adjusted phraseology can con­ 
tribute to the beauty and impressiveness of a 
written or oral discourse, Mr. Curtis’ oration 
takes noticeable and advanced rank. With­ 
out making a labored aud necessarily tedious 
attempt to recall to our minds the infinite 
technicalities of the era in which Mr. Sumner 
became illustrious, he presents us with pic­ 
turesque glimpses of its principal character­ 
istics. His portraits of Webster in his dotage 
surrounded by the jetsam of his failures; of 
Mr. Clay, the incarnate Compromise; of Sew- 
urd, the Mephistoplieles of policy and the 
acute diplomatist, if drawn ¡11 pencil as they 
are sketched in words, would be worth frames 
of gold and places under the skylight in the 
gallery of historical painting. After so much 
that is excellent and noble lias been said upon 
Ibis theme, the couspicuous elegance and force 
of Mr. Curtis’ tribute praise it in excess of 
these hastv lines of ours. 


One Idea ism. 
This age aud land needs a concentrated dose 
of single-mindedness—one ideaism; not in the 
matter of mental inquiry, but in morals.— 
When great breadth of view becomes au ele­ 
ment In applied morality the community is sure 
to sulier from it. Wo arc able and enlightened 
enough in the present year of grace, but inor­ 
dinately and unpardonable wicked. We must 
cull upon a merciful heaven for a resurrection 
of the moral sense from beneath a superin 
cumbeut mountain of casuistry and pelf. 
Men have interpreted the decalogue too broad­ 
ly—they have carried the right of private 
opinion into the license of intellectual libertin- 
imi, and turned politics into a distillery of the 
vilest moral iutoxicauts that ever turned tlio 
head of a nation. Now, education and cul­ 
ture merely will not slop IhU dance of death; 
thero must be conscience, heart, conviction, 
courage. The men who are to rebuke this 
generation and start it up from ttie low levels 
of its bad practices must be entitled to do so 
by bigh character and the omnipotence of a 
single right idea. 
Like Martin Luther 
at 
Worms, 
they 
must 
not 
be 
able to see any apology for wrong­ 
doing 
to 
be 
possible. 
Like Sumner 
oil the slavery question they m ustbe incom­ 
petent to conceive of more than one side to 
t'ae issue before us now. Thero is no law ap­ 
plicable to individual life which does not with 
equal pertinency apply to that of nations; 
and if moral decay will spoil u 11 lgle person's 
chances for usefulness and ultimate salvation, 
the same cause will do no loss for a crowd 
big enough to cover a continent. Above all 
mere questions of policy in this, that or the 
oilier item of national business, we need a re 
iu vigora! ion of our lax and flaccid moral sen­ 
timent and feelings. Had John Knox been 
possessed of as much charily as Prof. Swing, 
Ids remote successor, the Presbyterian church 
hud never bren founded in America, because 
the Scottish reformation would have been im­ 
possible. 
The very excellence of a tiling 
is sometimes transposed into a disadvantage 
to those who live within the influence of it.— 
This breadth of thought iu theology is apt to 
absorb the weaknesses of no thought at all, 
and faith in republican institutions s likely to 
generate the identical carelessness which de­ 
stroys them. We may want comprehensive­ 
ness of mind in Congress in relation to many 
problems which our statesmen seem at a loss 
to solve, hut we need still more a unity and 
onc-ideaism in the main purpose that should 
dominate all mere points of specilic legisla­ 
tion—a clear and unshaken disposition to do 
right. One-idea of tins sort would thus become 
the mother of many detailed successes in ad­ 
ministration, as the sun is the one source of 
a ’l vegetation. 


Outdoors. 
The mouth of June regularly brings out from 
their long hibernation the lovers of the turf 
and of the broad expanses of inland water; in 
other words the horsemen and the yachtsman. 
It is a jolly linio of year aud all healthy souls 
court a closer acquaintance with nature. Man­ 
ly sports are in favor—those which call for 
skill, muscular strength and daring. Putting 
aside for the nouce whatever considerations of 
immorality may attach to horse-racing and 
trotting we would not give a continental for 
the spirit of a man who does not see some­ 
thing splendid in the rush of a group of race­ 
horses over tho smooth track, eacli muscio of 
their magnificent bodies in perfect and eflecllve 
play, each straining every inch of his electric 
nerves to reach the goal soonest. It is the 
poetry of motion because it combines in rare 
degree power, grace and intelligence; and 
until it shall he demonstrated that it is more 
sinful for a fast horse to go a mile in 2:15 than 
for a slow one to do the same thing iu ten 
minuted we shall insist the delights of the tuiT 
have at least their redeeming qualities. As 
to betting on the speed of horses and making 
the noblest of beasts the unconscious means 
of templing the financial fate», we cannot but 
regret that U3 at present organized, so unde­ 
sirable a feature seems to be one of the esseu- 
tials of the instilutiou of equine culture in all 
countries. Yacht-racing is even a better pas­ 
time and open perhaps to fewer objections on 
the score of morality. The elegant and fleet 
boats which are opposed to eacli other in the 
annual regattas of the various clubs are owned 
by men of wealth, who are not therefore ne­ 
cessitated to use them to make money. In it­ 
self aud in respect to most of itssurrouudlugs, 
boating of this sort is an exercise and an ex­ 
citement worthy of appreciation and praise. 
It cultivates nicety of calculatioa in Hie mat­ 
ter of distances, forces and augles; it devel­ 
oped courage, brawn and readiness for emer­ 
gencies and belter than all, it teaches a man 
to lose a race and a goid cup and win the 
Holy Grail of self-respect, generosity aud 
houor. We hope summer sports will become 
increasingly popular in this country, when 
more than in almost auy other of equal prom­ 
inence, we lack the piay-element, the dispo­ 
sition to cast dull care away aud invite our­ 
selves to innocent and improving pleasure. It 
cannot he helped in oue year or iu fifty, that 
ceitaiu sports will draw around them disrepu­ 
table characters, yet there is i.o absurdity in 
iudulging the hope that they will gradually 
purify themselves from these. Yet unless it is 
clear that the sport per se creates such nui­ 
sances, we were hasty tocoudemu it on that 
account. We must have recreation, and it is 
the interest of all to make and perpetuate its 
best forms.

TROUT FISniNG ON TU B NEVER. 
SINK. 
T lic H om e of th e S peckled B e a u tie s. 
As some of the readers of The Freeman 
would periiaps like to know something about 
the region of couutry iu which an amateur 
fisherman can fill two baskets with trout in a 
day, we will give a short description of the 
trip: There were two light-hearted young 
men ou the afternoon train of the N. Y., K. 
&. S. R. R. one day last week. When the train 
arrived at Big Indian a wagon was there 
waiting, with an excelleut team, to carry the 
party up the Big Indian Hollow, and so over 
the mouutain into the Neversink. There were 
five of ns iu all: Thomas Hill, who owned the 
team and wagon and was the leader of the 
party; William Gillespie, the High Sheriff of 
Sliandaken aud a noted huuter and fisher; 
Hector Rose, the jolly story-teller, also from 
Shandaken ; with Friend Hoar, Jr., and our 
Kingston reporter. The wagon was a light 
lumber one, with light, springy bottom boards, 
that made it a sort of buckboard. It was the 
easiest kind or a wagon, and one well adapted 
to those rough roads. 
The Big Indian 
Hollow is six miles in length and the 
road runs through a most beautiful and 
romantic region of country. Great mountains 
raised their heads high up among the clouds, 
while their rich maotles of verdure were tinged 
with a flood of light thrown from the setting 
sun that made the scene a wondrously beauti­ 
ful oue. Gray rocks rose up by the roadside 
hundred» of feet, and the continuous roar of 
the swift stream mingling with the good night 
songs of myriads of birds, made sweet music 
even to the ears of the most prosaic of mortals. 
We picked up Gillesj ie and Rose along the 
road with some seventy trout in their baskets, 
the sight of which would have given an appe­ 
tite to tho most conflrmed invalid. At 8 o’clock 
the team was pulled up near the head of the 
hollow in front of an empty cabin, and the 
party commenced to unload and prepare for 
the night. It took two hours to make supper, 
but when it had been placed on a table im­ 
provised by the use of an old stove and some 
boxes, it was enough to make the eyes of a 
gourmand sparkle with delight. There was a 
large dish in the centre containing the trout, 
crisp and brown, and throwing out that fra­ 
grant, savory odor so tempting to tlie lover 
of the good things of this earth, and which is 
only known when the fish are prepared fresh 
from the water. Some had been cooked on a 
split slick, some in a frying-pan, while the 
others had been roasted by tlm aid of a broil­ 
ing-iron, but whichever way it had been done 
it hud beeu well done, and the cooks, Hoar 
and Rose, showed they were adepts in tlie 
art. Besides the trout thero were biscuit, 
bread, pickles, butter, cold hum, eggs, roasted 
potatoes, syrup, spleHdid coffee, a small pail 
of fresh milk, cuko and numerous other dain 
ties that had been provided with care and 
were of the best quality. It took us a great 
while to eat that supper, but when it was done 
aud tho trout bad all disappeared and a pile 
of other good things in a way that was aston­ 
ishing, cigars wore handed around, the robes 
spread on the floor for beds, aud the remainder 
ot tho night passed in telling stories, relating 
experiences of bunting and fishing and wen 
dering what might be our success the next 
day. 
llurdly ail eye had been closed when day­ 
light came peering in and told us il was 
time to get up and be moving. As early 
as live o'clock we lmd finished breakfast 
and were on our way up the mouutain 
Aftor a brisk walk of some two and a half 
miles up a mountain that is probably nearly 
2,0D0 feet high we reached Hut source of the 
west brancli of the Neversiuk. This stream 
and that which runs down the Big Indian Hol­ 
low, are both fed from tho same spring on the 
top or this mountain. Oue runs down some 
thirty or forty miles of Ulster county, and fi 
nally empties into tho Hudson; while the oth 
er rushes through Sullivan county, beitt 
joined by the east branch at Claryxille, tliir 
teen miles distant, and at last finds a rest in 
place in the bosom cf the Delaware. Tho 
Neversink broadens rapidly, and we com 
meuccd fishing only a short distance from its 
source. This stream i3 full of trout, and we 
pulled them out so fast that by 3 o’clock our 
baskets were all filled, and we also carried to 
the wagon several large strings beside, and 
bad only walked down the stream about two 
miles. We found llie horses nicely stabled on 
the plantation of Wm. P. Alvcrson, wiio re 
sides midway between Big Indian and Clary 
Tille, or ten miles from either. Here we soon 
made dinner, and after cleaning aud packin 
a large box full of fish, prepared to make an 
other night of it. Mr. Alvcrson kindly loaned 
our party the use of a large room, and as there 
was a carpet ou Hie floor we made a nice soft 
bed with oar robes and coats. 
All night 
long the rain beat against Hie bouse, but w 
slept soundly as only tired men can sleep, and 
never thought but our bed wa3 soft as eider 
down, and our old coats for pillows the sweet 
e3t resting-places in the world. 
Thursday morning we were out bright and 
early, and soon in Hie stream. The motnin 
was an excellent one for fishing, as a light 
rain was falling, and the trout took hold as 
fast a3 the bait touched the water. Often 
fifteen large trout would be taken from a siu 
gie place in Hie stream where it seemed im 
possible that half that number could find 
room unless their bodies were partly out of 
the water. At 11 o’clock the party started 
for the wagon with five baskets crammed full 
of large trout, having caught in all while on 
the stream over 100 pounds in weight, and 
more than 1,300 in number. At 3 o’clock we 
were on our way home, and reached Big Iu 
dian about 7 o’clock, and au hour after were 
in Shandaken Centre. 
The Neversink is one of the linost streams 
to tisli in perhaps in the county. It is wide 
so the augler can walk down and throw a 
line of 50 feet without being in danger of get 
ting il fast in the brush aud trees that grow 
along the banks. The water in places is quite 
deop, but there are rifts all along the stream 
where a man can cross by wading up to his 
knees. We are speaking of course of that 
part of the stream where our party fished 
which was only three miles down from the 
source. Farther down this stream becomes 
almost a river, where the fisherman can 
neither cross nor wade in it3 waters. The 
fish are of the genuine species called brook 
trout. The fins are red as blood, and they are 
a long slender fish, full of fight, and with a 
rich flavor when cooked. They were extreme 
ly voracious, and the writer of this article 
caught several that had just swallowed a 
couple ot small trout, but not being satisfied 
gobbled up the worm and hook besides. Thus 
it was the angler had the extraordinary luck 
of catching three fish with oue hook at a sin 
gie pull. 
In regard to bait, we found the red-headed 
angle worm was the be3t, and that the tougher 
and cleaner Hie worm the better tho fish liked 
it. They paid no attention whatever to a fly, 
and indeed it would seem to be pretty cold at 
almost any season or the year for a Jly in this 
part of the country, except during the months 
of July aud August. Fishermen who wish to 
go to this stream in light marching order, can 
find something to eat and a roof to keep ofl 
Hie rain, at Mr. Wm. P. Alverson’s. Mr. Al- 
versou is very obliging, and lias a lady who 
will do everything to make her guests com­ 
fortable. Those who wish to camp out, we 
would advise to lake along a piece of canvas 
to make a roof with. Dou’t forget two full 
suits of clothiug, half-a-dozen pairs of stock­ 
ings, and at least two pairs of bools or shoes. 
If you want good company, an excellent guide, 
and one or tho best fishermen who ever threw 
a line, take along tho High Sherifl of Shanda­ 
ken.

Sec. 12, title 4, 
chap. 7, part 1, Revised Statutes.] 
(’HAP. 109. 
AN ACT to amend the Revised Statutes relating to 
guardians and wards. 
Fassid May 18,1874. 
The People of the State of Aeio Y.trk, repreiientt 
in Senate anil Assembly, Ho enact asfollows: 
sec t io n I. The fourteenth section of the third 
title of the eighth chapter of the second part of the 
Revised Statutes is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows : 
5 11. On Hie application of any ward, or of anv 
relative iii his behalf, or of the surety of a guar­ 
dian, to the surrogate who appointed "any guardian 
or to the surrogate before whom any last will ant 
testament containing an appointment of a guardian, 
shall be or shall have been proved, complaining or 
the incompetency of such guardian or of his wast­ 
ing the real or personal estate of his ward, or of 
any misconduct iu relation to his duties us guar­

Creek suddenly raised from the effect of a 
very heavy shower, or more probably a water­ 
spout, to such an extent that it burst the em­ 
bankment just below the cabinet shop, and 
without a moment’s warning swept Mr.Scarles’ 
house down the street, with the whole family 
in it.
